(L.C. Bill No. 02 of 2011) 

A Bill further to amend the Karnataka Agricultural Produce Marketing (Regulation and Development) Act, 1966. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Karnataka Agricultural Produce Marketing (Regulation and 
Development) Act, 1966 (Karnataka Act 27 of 1966) for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty first year of the Republic of India as follows:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Agricultural Produce Marketing 
(Regulation and Development) Act, 2011. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2 . Amendment of section 65.- In the Karnataka Agricultural Produce Marketing (Regulation and Development) Act. 
1966 (Karnataka Act 27 of 1966), in section 65,- 

(1) after sub-section (4), the following shall be inserted, namely: - 

“Provided that the existing processing industries who undertake expansion/modemization/ diversification shall also 
be exempted from payment of market fee, for a period of five years from the date of the commencement of the Karnataka 
Agricultural Produce Marketing (Regulation and Development) (Amendment) Act, 2011 subject to the following conditions, 
namely:- 

(a) a minimum investment of fifty percent of the earlier investment on fixed assets has to be made; 

(b) the increased production compared to the average of the production made in the previous three years qualifies for 
exemption under expansion programme; 

(c) raw material used for production of new product other than existing one will be considered for diversification 
programme; 
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(d) the existing units which have replaced all the old machineries with the modem machineries under the 
modernization programme shall be exempted from payment of market fee on the total raw material purchases for 
processing capacity only; 

(e) a certificate issued by the Director of Industries and commerce, Government of Karnataka or his nominee certifying 
that he has fulfilled the above conditions and he is eligible for exemption of fee shall be produced.” 

(2) after sub-section (4), the following shall be inserted, namely: - 

"(5) No market fee shall be payable for a period of five years, four years and three years from the date of the 
commencement of the Karnataka Agricultural Produce Marketing (Regulation and Development) (Amendment) Act, 2011, in 
case of new agricultural produce processing industries and existing processing industries who undertake 
expansion/modemization/ diversification in Zone-1, 2 and 3 respectively as identified under Karnataka New Industrial Policy 
2009-2014, published in Government Order No. CI/223/SPI/2008, dated 28.02.2009. on the purchases of agricultural 
produce as specified in SI. No.II, III, IV, VI, VII, IX and X of the Schedule appended to the Act directly from farmers, subject to 
the following conditions, namely:- 

(i) A minimum investment of fifty percent of the earlier investment on fixed assets has to be made under 
expansion/modemization/diversification projects. 

(ii) The increased production compared to the average of the production made in the previous three years qualifies for 
exemption under expansion program. 

(iii) Raw material used for production of new product other than the existing one shall be considered for diversification 
programme. 

(iv) The existing units, which have replaced all the old machineries with the modern machineries under the 
modernization programme shall be exempted from payment of market fee on the total raw material purchases for 
processing capacity only. 

(v) a certificate issued by the Director of Industries and commerce, Government of Karnataka or his nominee certifying 
that he has fulfilled the above conditions and he is eligible for exemption of fee shall be produced. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

It is considered necessary to amend the Karnataka Agricultural Produce Marketing (Development and Regulation) 
Act, 1966, to provide a provision to exempt payment of market fee in respect of new Food Processing Industries in respect of 
purchases of agricultural produce by such processing industries and existing Industries who take up extension or 
modernization in accordance with the New Industrial Policies in force in the state.

A Bill further to amend the Karnataka Co-operative Societies Act, 1959. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Karnataka Co-operative Societies Act, 1959 (Karnataka Act 11 of 1959) 
for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty first year of the Republic of India as follows 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Co-operative Societies (Amendment) 
Act, 2011. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the State Government may, by notification, appoint and different dates 
may be appointed for different provisions of the Act. 

2. Insertion of new section 97A.- In the Karnataka Co-operative Societies Act. 1959 (Karnataka Act 11 of 1959) 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), after section 97, the following shall be inserted, namely: - 

“ 97A. Constitution of a common cadre employees for primary agriculture and rural development bank.- (1) 

Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act. rules or the bye-laws, where the Registrar, in the interest of a co-operative 
movement considers that the creation of a common cadre of employees for primary agriculture and rural development bank 
which are affiliated to State Agriculture and Rural Development Bank is necessary, he shall authorize the State Agriculture 
and Rural Development Bank to make regulation as may be necessary to exercise the power of appointment, transfer and 
disciplinary action in respect of such category of employees of Primary Co-operative Agricultural and Rural Development 
(PCARD) Bank as may be specified by him. Where the Karnataka State Co-operative Agricultural and Rural Development 
(KASCARD) Bank is so authorized by the Registrar, the affiliated Primary Co-operative Agricultural and Rural Development 
(PCARD) Bank shall not have powers to deal with such category of employees except to the extent such regulations may 
permit. 


(2) The Registrar shall also have power to require the Primary Co-operative Agricultural and Rural Development 
(PCARD) Banks to make contribution of such sum every year towards expenditure, as the Karnataka State Co-operative 
Agricultural and Rural Development (KASCARD) Bank is likely to incur for the purpose. If any Primary Co-operative 
Agricultural and Rural Development (PCARD) Bank fails to pay the said sum, the Registrar or such Officer as may be 
specified by him within the time specified by him, on the application of the Karnataka State 
Co-operative Agricultural and Rural Development Bank, and after such enquiry as he may consider necessary, make an order 
requiring the Primary Co-operative Agricultural and Rural Development (PCARD) Bank to pay the amount, and every such 
order shall be enforceable against such Primary Co-operative Agricultural and Rural Development (PCARD) Bank, as if it were 
an award under section 71.” 

3. Amendment of section 98Q.- In section 98Q of the principal Act, in 
sub-section(l), for the words, "before the expiry of the term of the existing committee", the words, brackets, figures and letter 
"in accordance with the provisions of the sub-section (2) of section 39A" shall be substituted. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Karnataka State Co-operative Agriculture and Rural Development Bank has expressed that the revival package 
for long-term loan (under Prof. A. Valdyanathan committee) has not been implemented, it is necessary to continue the 
existing system till the Government of India takes a decision to implement the Prof. A. Vaidyanathan package for the long¬ 
term credit structure. Therefore, it is considered necessary to continue the Common Cadre Committee to prevent adverse 
effect on the functioning of Primary Co-operative Agricultural and Rural Development (PCARD) Banks. Hence, it is proposed 
to insert the new section 97A in the Karnataka Co-operative Societies Act, 1959. 

It is considered necessary to hold the elections in respect of Co-operative Credit Structure Societies also in four 
stages namely.- Primary, Secondary, Federal and Apex. Hence, it is proposed to amend section 98Q on the lines of section 
39A (2).

97. Sections 102, 103 and 104 of the Transfer of Property Act, 1882, to apply to notices under this 
Chapter.- The provisions of sections 102 and 103 of the Transfer of Property Act 1882 (Central Act IV of 1882), and of any 
rules made by the High Court under section 104 of that Act for carrying out the purposes of the said sections, shall apply, so 
far as may be, in respect of all notices to be served under this Chapter. 

XX XX XX 

98Q. Elections.- (1) The election to the committee of a co-operative society under the Co-operative Credit Structure 
shall be conducted before the expiry of the term of the existing Committee and in case of supersession of the committee of 
such co-operative society, the election shall be conducted within two months from the date of supersession: 

Provided that in circumstances beyond control, the State Government may allow holding of such elections within a 
period not exceeding six months from the date of supersession. 

(2) A member of the committee of a Primary Agriculture Credit Cooperative Society which has been superseded 
under this Act shall not be eligible to be re-elected, re-appointed, re-nominated or re-co-opted as a member of the committee 
for a period of four consecutive years from the date of supersession.

(L.A. Bill No. 1 of 2011) 

A Bill further to amend the Karnataka Municipal Corporations Act, 1976 to provide for the constitution of Area 
Sabha and Ward Committees in the State of Karnataka to institutionalise community participation in municipal functions 
and to provide for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Karnataka Municipal Corporations Act, 1976 (Karnataka Act 14 of 
1977) to provide for the constitution of Area Sabha and Ward Committees in the State of Karnataka to institutionalize 
community participation in municipal functions, and to provide for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty first year of the Republic of India as follows, namely:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Municipal Corporations 
(Amendment) Act, 2011. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the State Government, may, by notification, appoint. 

2. Insertion of new Chapter IIIA.- In the Karnataka Municipal Corporations Act, 1976 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1977) 
for section 13A, the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

CHAPTERIIIA 

Area sabhas and Ward Committees 

13A. Definitions and application.- (1) In this Chapter, unless the context otherwise requires,- 

(a) “Area” means an area, determined in the manner specified in section 13B; 

(b) “Area Sabha” means, in relation to an Area, a body of all the persons who are registered as voters in 
the electoral rolls pertaining to any polling station of that Area; 

(c) “Association” means a trust, society, association or organization registered under Karnataka Societies 
Registration Act, 1960 and fulfil the conditions specified in sub-clause (iii) of clause (c) of sub-section 
(2) of section 13H. 

(d) “Polling Station” means Polling station set up for conducting elections to the Corporation; 

(e) “Ward Committee” means a committee constituted under section 13H. 

(f) “Ward Development Scheme” shall be the development scheme prepared by the Ward Committee for 
the budget allotted to it by the Corporation. 


(2) The provisions of this Chapter shall apply to such of the Corporations as may be notified by the State 
Government. 

13B. Determination of Areas.- The State Government shall by order determine,- 

(a) the areas into which each Ward may be divided; and 

(b) each area shall comprise the polling area of one or more contiguous polling stations in a ward, but in any case not 
exceeding total area of five such polling stations: 


Provided that polling area of any polling station shall not be divided into two or more areas. 

13C. Constitution of Area Sabha.- (1) There shall be an Area Sabha for each area. 

(2) All persons who are registered as voters in the electoral rolls of the polling stations in an area shall be members of 
that Area Sabha. 

13D. Representatives of Area Sabha.- (1) Each area shall have an area sabha representative who shall be 
nominated by the Corporation on the recommendation of the councilor of the particular ward: 
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Provided that, if no recommendation Is received within ninety days from the date of constitution or reconstitution of 
the Corporation, the Commissioner shall recommend names to the Corporation for nomination. 

(2) If councillor of any ward, for any reason ceases to be the Councillor before the expiry of the term of the 
Corporation, the Area Sabha Representatives of that ward shall also cease to be Area Sabha Representatives and new Area 
Sabha Representatives shall be nominated in accordance with sub-section (1). 

(3) The Area Sabha Representative shall be a member of that Area Sabha. 

(4) Any person disqualified for being elected as a Councillor shall not be nominated as Area Sabha Representative. 

13E. Term of office.- Except as provided in sub-section (2) of section 13D, the term of office of an Area Sabha 
Representative shall be co-terminus with that of the Councilor Corporation concerned: 

Provided that no person shall continue to be a Area Sabha Representative if, at any time during his tenure, he 
incurs any of the disqualifications prescribed by or under any law for the time being in force for the purpose of election to the 
Corporation concerned: 

Provided further that no person shall continue or be entitled to hold office as Area Sabha Representative of an Area 
Sabha of which he ceases to be a member. 

13F. Meeting of the Area Sabha.- (1) The Area Sabha shall meet at least once in three months. The Area Sabha 
Representative shall preside over the meeting of the Area Sabha. 

(2) An officer of appropriate rank shall be designated by the Commissioner of the Corporation to act as a nodal 
officer for each Area Sabha and who shall provide all administrative assistance to the Area Sabha Representative in 
conducting meetings of the Area Sabha. The nodal officer shall be the convener of the Area Sabha meetings and shall convene 
the meeting in consultation with the Area Sabha Representative. All minutes of the proceedings of the meeting shall be 
recorded by the nodal officer and a copy of the same shall be forwarded by him to the Ward Committee. 

(3) All decisions in the Area Sabha shall be as far as possible be arrived at through a consensus of all the members 
present. Where consensus is not possible, the decision shall be taken by the majority of the members present. 

13G. Functions and duties of the Area Sabha.- An Area Sabha may, having regard to its managerial, technical, 
financial and organizational capacity, and the actual conditions prevailing in the Corporation, perform and discharge the 
following functions and duties, namely: - 

(1) It shall forward proposals for schemes and development programmes to be implemented in the area, to the Ward 
Committee, or in its absence to the Corporation, for inclusion in the ward development scheme and programs and 
schemes implemented by the Corporation. 

(2) It shall select eligible persons from the area for beneficiary oriented schemes of the Corporation and forward the same 
for approval of the Ward Committee or in its absence, to the Corporation. 

(3) It shall cross verify the eligibility of persons getting various kinds of welfare assistance from Government such as 
pensions and subsidies and submit list of ineligible beneficiaries, if any, to the Ward Committee or in its absence, to 
the Corporation. 

(4) It shall support tax mapping and to remind and encourage Area Sabha members of their obligations to pay municipal 
taxes and user charges. 

(5) It may identify the deficiencies in the water supply and suggest remedial measures. 

(6) It may identify deficiencies in the sanitation arrangements and suggest remedial measures. 

(7) It may identify the deficiencies in the street lighting arrangements and suggest remedial measures. 

(8) It shall impart awareness on matters of public interest such as cleanliness, preservation of the environment and 
prevention of pollution and parks and such other public amenity schemes in the area. 

(9) It may assist the activities in public health centers in the area, especially in disease prevention and family welfare and 
create awareness and to report outbreak of epidemics and natural calamities. 

(10) It shall provide and mobilize voluntary labour and contributions in cash and kind for development programmes and to 
supervise such development works through volunteer organizations. 

(11) It shall promote harmony and unity among various groups of people in the Area and encourage cultural and sports 
activities; 
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(12) It may co-operate with the Ward Committee In discharging of any functions assigned to it. and 

(13) It shall perform such other functions as may be assigned to it by the Corporation in accordance with the bye-laws. 


13H. Composition, territorial area and manner offilling of seats in Ward Committee.- (1) There shall be a Ward 
Committee for each ward in the Corporation. 

(2) The Ward Committee shall consist of the following, namely: - 

(a) the Councillor of the Corporation representing the Ward, shall be the Chairperson of the Ward Committee; 

(b) ten other members to be nominated by the Corporation; out of which, there shall be,- 

(i) at least two members belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes; 

(ii) at least three women members; and 

(iii) at least two members representing residents Associations, whatever name called satisfying all 
conditions mentioned below, namely:- 

(a) its registered office shall be located with in the jurisdiction of that ward; 

(b) it shall represent majority of residents, or civic groups, or commercial groups or industrial groups: 

(c) it shall have been actively engaged in its activities for not less than three years; and 

(d) it shall be a registered Association by whatever name called, comprising of individuals who serve in a 

fiduciary capacity; 

(3) Any person disqualified from being elected as a Councillor shall not be nominated as member of the Ward 
Committee. 

(4) An officer of appropriate rank shall be designated by the Commissioner of the Corporation to act as Secretary for 
each Ward Committee to provide all administrative assistance to it. All minutes of the proceedings of the meeting of the Ward 
Committee shall be recorded by the Secretary and a copy of the same shall be forwarded to the Corporation. 

(5) The Secretary of the Ward Committee shall be the convener of the meeting of the Ward Committee who shall 
convene the meeting in consultation with Chairperson. 

(6) The Ward Committee shall meet at least once in a month. 

(7) Decisions of the Ward Committee shall normally be taken by the majority of the nominated members of the Ward 
Committee: 

Provided that the Chairperson may exercise a ‘veto’ over any decision by giving reasons in writing. The decision of 
the Chairperson shall be final and binding. 

(8) No act done or proceedings taken under this Act by the Ward Committee shall be invalid merely on the ground of 
any vacancy in it. 

(9) The Commissioner or his nominee, shall be entitled to take part in the meetings and deliberations of the Ward 
Committee. The Chairperson of the Ward Committee may request the representatives of concerned departments as special 
invitees to participate in the meetings. 

(10) The term of the nominated members shall be co-terminus with the term of the office of the Corporation. 

(11) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act, the Corporation may in addition to the allotment of funds to 
various projects in the budget, also allot not less than the prescribed amount towards ward development scheme to each 
ward which shall be utilised by the ward committee in the manner as may be prescribed. 

131. Functions of the Ward Committee.- (1) The Ward Committee shall discharge the following functions, namely:- 

(a) prepare and submit Ward Development Scheme to the corporation for allotment of funds; 

(b) ensure proper utilization of the funds allotted under ward development scheme in the ward. 

(c) approve the list of beneficiaries for beneficiary oriented schemes of the Corporation submitted by Area 
Sabhas falling under that ward; 

(d) scrutinize list of ineligible beneficiaries submitted by the Area Sabhas and submit it to the Corporation; 
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(e) supervise all programmes and schemes being implemented by the Corporation in the ward; 

(f) ensure timely collection of taxes, fees and other sums due to the Corporation; 

(g) ensure water supply maintenance in the ward and finalize location of new public taps and public wells; 

(h) ensure sewerage system maintenance in the ward; 

(i) ensure proper solid waste management and sanitation work in the ward and finalize location of new 
public sanitation units; 

(J) ensure maintenance of street lighting in the ward and finalize location of new street lights; 

(k) ensure maintenance of parks, open spaces, greening of area in the ward; 

(l) ensure afforestation, and implementation of rain water harvesting schemes; 

(m) mobilize voluntary labour and donation by way of goods or money for implementation of Ward 
Development Scheme and various programmes and schemes of Corporation; 

(n) inform the Corporation regarding any encroachment of land belonging to the Corporation; 

(o) perform such other functions as may be assigned to it by the Corporation as per its bye-laws. 


(2) The procedure to be adopted by the Ward Committee in the transaction of its business shall be as may be 
prescribed in the rules. 

13J. Bye-laws.- Every Corporation to which this Chapter is made applicable shall notify bye-laws for transaction of 
business and for finance and accounting procedures governing the working of Area Sabhas and Ward Committees, within six 
months from the date of coming into force of this Chapter in that Corporation. 

13K. Power to make rules.- Subject to the provisions of this Act, the State Government may, after previous 
publication, make rules to provide for any matter which is to be or may be prescribed by rules. 

13L. Power to remove difficulties.- (1) If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, the State 
Government may, by order, published in the official Gazette make such provisions not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act as may appear to be necessary for removing the difficulty. 

(2) Every order so made shall be laid as soon as may be after it is made before each House of the State Legislature.” 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

One of the mandatory reforms to be undertaken by the State Government under the Jawaharlal Nehru National 
Urban Renewal Mission is to enact a law providing for community participation in the Municipal Corporations having a 
population exceeding three lakhs. It requires the establishment of a three tier structure of governance at the level of 
municipal council, ward Committee and area sabha. 

The State Government, in the Memorandum of Agreement (MOA) entered into with Government of India has already 
committed to fulfil this reform, and passed orders dated; 05-10-2007 affirming the same. 

Therefore, it is considered necessary to amend the Karnataka Municipal Corporations Act, 1976 (Karnataka Act 14 
of 1977) to provide for the following: - 


(i) Constitution of Area Sabhas and Ward Committees. 

(ii) Entrusting functions and duties to the Area Sabha and Ward Committees and 

(iii) Institutionalizing citizen participation. 


Hence the Bill.

Extract from the Karnataka Municipal Corporations Act, 19 76 
(Karnataka Act 14 of 1977) 

XX XX XX 

13A. Wards Committee.-(1) Where the population of a city is three lakhs or more there shall be constituted Wards 
Committee consisting of one or more wards within the territorial area of the Corporation. 

(2) Each Wards Committee shall consist of,- 

(a) the councillors of the corporation representing the wards in the Corporation; and 

(b) not more than five persons having knowledge and experience in municipal 
administration, nominated by the Government: 

Provided that a person shall not be qualified for being nominated and for being a member of the Wards Committee, if 
under the provision of this Act or any other law for the time being in force, he is not qualified for being elected as and for 
being a councillor; 


(c) not more than two members nominated by the Government from such non- 
Government organisations and community based organisations working, within the area 
of the Wards Committee, as the Government may specify in this behalf. 

(3) The term of office of the members of the Wards Committees shall be co-extensive with the term of office 
of the Councillors of the Corporation. 

(4) Where a Ward Committee consists of two or more wards, one of the members of the Wards Committee 
representing a ward in the Corporation shall be elected to be the Chairman of the Wards Committee in 
such manner as may be prescribed.

(5) The Chairman of the Wards Committee shall vacate the office as soon as he ceases to be a councillor. 

(6) In the event of the office of the Chairman falling vacant before the expiry of its term, the Wards 
Committee shall elect a new Chairman: 

Provided that a Chairman so elected shall hold office so long only as the Chairman in whose place he is elected would have 
held the office if such vacancy had not occurred. 

(7) The functions and duties of a Wards Committee and the procedure to be adopted by a Wards Committee for the 
transaction of its business shall be such as may be prescribed.

THE KARNATAKA STATE UNIVERSITIES (AMENDMENT) BILL, 2011 
(L.A. Bill No. 2 of 2011) 

A Bill further to amend the Karnataka State Universities Act, 2000. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Karnataka State Universities Act, 2000 (Karnataka Act 29 of 2001) for 
the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the Sixty first year of the Republic of India, as follows:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka State Universities (Amendment) Act, 

2011 . 


(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 3.- In section 3 of the Karnataka State Universities Act, 2000 (Karnataka Act 29 of 2001) 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in sub-section (1),- 

(1) in clause (a), for the words “the districts of Bangalore, Bangalore Rural and Kolar” the words “the districts of 
Bangalore, Bangalore Rural, Kolar, Chikkaballapur and Ramanagara" shall be substituted. 

(2) in clause (b), for the words “the districts of Bidar, Gulbarga, and Raichur” the words “the districts of Bidar, 
Gulbarga, Raichur and Yadagiri” shall be substituted. 

3. Amendment of section 14.- In section 14 of the principal Act, for sub section (5). the following shall be 
substituted, namely: - 

"(5) No person shall be appointed or hold office of the Vice-Chancellor if he has attained the age of sixty 

seven years". 

4. Amendment of section 17.- In section 17 of the principal Act, for sub-section (1), the following shall be and 
shall always be deemed to have been substituted, namely: - 

“(1) The Registrar shall be a whole time officer of the University. The State Government may appoint 
an officer not below the rank of Group-A officer of the super time scale or a member of the faculty of any 
university working as a Professor for atleast five years, to be a Registrar of a University .” 
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5. Repeal and savings.- (1) The Karnataka State Universities (Amendment) Ordinance, 2010 (Karnataka Ordinance 
No.2 of 2010) is hereby repealed. 


(2) Notwithstanding such repeal anything done or any action taken under the principal Act as amended by the said 
Ordinance, shall deemed to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

It is considered necessary to amend the Karnataka State Universities Act, 2000 (Karnataka Act 29 of 2001) to 
provide for the following namely:- 

(i) To include Chikkaballapur and Ramanagara districts into the jurisdiction of Bangalore University; 
and to include Yadagiri district into the jurisdiction of Gulbarga University. 

(ii) To appoint of an officer not below the rank of Group-A officer of the suppertime scale or a member 
of the faculty of any university working as a Professor for atleast five years to be Registrar of a 
University. 

(iii) To enhance the retirement age of the Vice-Chancellor from sixtyfive years to sixtyseven years. 

This Bill also seeks to replace the Karnataka State Universities (Amendment) Ordinance, 2010 (Karnataka 
Ordinance No.2 of 2010) with the above modification. 

Hence the Bill. 

EXPLANATORY STATEMENT AS REQUIRED BY SUB RULE (1) OF RULE 80 OF THE RULES OF PROCEDURE AND 
CONDUCT OF BUSINESS IN THE KARNATAKA LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 

It was considered necessary to amend the Karnataka State Universities Act, 2000 (Karnataka Act 29 of 2001) to 
provide for, appointment of an officer not below the rank of Group -A officer of the supertime scale or a member of the faculty 
of any university working as a Professor for atleast ten years to be a Registrar of a University. 

As the matter was urgent and both the Houses of State Legislature were not in session, the Karnataka State 
Universities (Amendment) Ordinance, 2010 (Karnataka Ordinance No. 2 of 2010) was promulgated to achieve the above 
object.

(a) The Bangalore University with headquarters at Bangalore and territorial jurisdiction extending over the districts 
of Bangalore, Bangalore Rural and Kolar. 
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(b) The Gulbarga University with headquarters at Gulbarga and territorial jurisdiction extending over the districts of Bidar, 
Gulbarga and Raichur.

14. The Vice-Chancellor.- xx xx xx 

(5) No person shall be appointed or hold office of the Vice-Chancellor if he has attained the age of sixty five years.

17. Registrar.- (1) The Registrar shall be a whole time officer of the University. The State Government may appoint 
an officer belonging to the All India Services working in super-time scale to be the Registrar of a University.

Whereas, it is expedient to amend the Hampi World Heritage Area Management Authority Act, 2002 (Karnataka Act 
18 of 2003) for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixtieth year of the Republic of India as follows 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Hampi World Heritage Area Management 
Authority (Amendment) Act, 2011. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 2.- In the Hampi World Heritage Area Management Authority Act, 2002 (Karnataka Act 
18 of 2003) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in section 2,- 

(a) clause (a) shall be omitted; 

(b) after clause (q), the following shall be inserted, namely:- 

“(r) 'State Level Committee’ means the committee constituted under section 6;” 

3. Amendment of section 6.- (i) in the heading to section 6 of the principal Act, for the words “State Level Advisory 
Committee”, the words “State Level Committee” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in section 6 of the principal Act, in sub-section (1),- 

(a) for the words “State Level Advisory Committee”, the words “State Level Committee” shall be 

substituted; 
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(b) for clauses (a) and (b), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

“(a) The Chief Minister - Chairperson 

(aa) The Minister in charge of 

Bellary District - Vice Chairperson 

(b) The Minister in charge of Kannada 

and Culture - Member 

(iii) in sub-sections (2), (3), (4) and (5), for the words “Advisory Committee” wherever they occur, the words “State 
Level Committee” shall be substituted. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


It is considered necessary to amend the Hampi World Heritage Area Management Authority Act, 2002, to substitute 
the words “State Level Committee” for the State Level Advisory Committee. The proposed Bill also envisages substitution of 
the Chief Minister as Chairperson of the Committee in place of the Minister incharge of Bellary District and the Minister 
incharge of Bellary District as a Vice-chairperson of the Committee and the Minister incharge of Kannada and Culture as 
Member of the Committee.

2. Definitions.- (1) In this Act unless the context otherwise requires,- 
(a) “Advisory Committee” means the State Level Advisory 
Committee constituted under section 6; 

(q) “Schedule” means Schedule appended to this Act.

6. State Level Advisory Committee.- (1) There shall be a State Level Advisory Committee consisting of the following 
members, namely:- 

(a) The Minister in charge of Bellary District - Chairperson. 

(b) The Minister in charge of Kannada and Culture - co-chairperson. 

(c) The Minister in charge of Tourism. 

(d) Members of the Parliament and the State Legislature representing the part or whole of heritage area whose 
constituency lie within the jurisdiction of the Authority. 

(e) The Additional Chief Secretary to Government of Karnataka. 

(f) The Secretary to Government, in charge of Kannada and Culture Department - Member Secretary 

(g) Director General, Archaeological Survey of India or his nominee. 

(h) The Secretary to Government, in charge of Finance Department. 

(i) The Secretary to Government in-charge of Toursim. 
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(]) Chairperson of the Authority. 

(k) The Director of Town Planning, Government of Karnataka. 

(2) The Advisory Committee may co-opt three persons who are experts in the field of Heritage, Archaeology, 
Tourism or Environment as members. 

(3) The Advisory Committee may if it deems necessary invite any person who is an expert in the field of Heritage, 
archaeology, Tourism or Environment. 

(4) The Advisory Committee shall co-ordinate and monitor the activities of the Authority and advise the Authority 
on all matters concerning the conservation of the Cultural Heritage and the Natural Environs within the Heritage Area. 

(5) The Advisory Committee shall meet at least once in six months at such place and at such time and shall 
adopt such procedure as may be prescribed.

A Bill further to amend the Bangalore Water Supply and Sewerage Act, 1964. 

Whereas, it is expedient further to amend the Bangalore Water Supply and Sewerage Act, 1964 (Karnataka Act 36 of 
1964) for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty first year of the Republic of India as follows:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Bangalore Water Supply and Sewerage 
(Amendment) Act, 2011. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Substitution of section 7 2A.- In the Bangalore Water Supply and Sewerage Act, 1964 (Karnataka Act 36 of 
1964), for section 72A, the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

" 72A. Obligation to provide for rain water harvesting structure.- Every owner or occupier of a building 
having sital area of not less than 2400 square feet or every owner who propose to construct a building on a sital 
area of not less than 1200 square feet shall provide rain water harvesting structure for storage for use or for 
ground water recharge within such date as may be notified by the State Government in such manner and 
subject to such conditions as may be provided in the regulations and guidelines issued by the Board. 

Explanation.- For the purpose of this section,- 

(a) "rain water harvesting" means collection and storage of rain water from roof top of a building or from a 
vacant land for use or for ground water recharge; and 

(b) “ground water recharge” means recharging of open well or the under ground water as the case may be, 
by use of harvested rain water.” 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

It is considered necessary to provide for making it mandatory to build rainwater harvesting structure by households 
in order to preserve the groundwater by amending the Bangalore Water Supply and Sewerage Act, 1964. 

Hence the Bill.

"7 2A. Obligation to provide for rain water harvesting structure.- Within nine months from the date of 
commencement of the Bangalore Water Supply and Sewerage (Amendment) Act, 2009, every owner or occupier 
of a building having a sital area of 2400 square feet and above or every owner who propose to construct a 
building on a sital area of 1200 square feet and above, shall provide rain water harvesting structure in such 
manner, with such conditions as may be provided in the regulations, failing which the Board may cause such 
rainwater harvesting structure and recover the cost from the owner or occupier, as the case may be as area of 
land revenue.

THE KARNATAKA CONFERMENT OF OWNERSHIP ON MULAGENI OR VOLAMULAGENI TENANTS BILL, 

2011 

(L.A. Bill No. 8 of 2011) 

A Bill to provide for conferment of ownership on mulagenidars or volamulagenidars and other matters connected 
therewith or incidental thereto; 

Whereas some types of mulageni leases in respect of non-agricultural lands mainly house sites are mostly prevailing 
in Dakshina Kannada and Udupi districts; 
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Whereas, for various reasons the mulgar's or intermediary's right to recover possession being a remote possibility, 
the only right available is to receive annual rent; 

Whereas, mulgenidars or volamulgenidars have already invested considerable amount by putting up structures, and 
improvements to the property either residential or commercial, but are unable to enjoy the holding to its full extent, on 
account of reluctance of mulgar or intermediary to give consent for putting up structures or alienation of interest of 
mulgenidars or volamulgenidars; 

Whereas, the prevailing system of mulgeni lease is neither advantageous to mulgenidars or volamulagendiars nor 
really beneficial to mulgars or intermediary, but on the other hand differences between the two have given rise to speculative 
transactions. 

Whereas, conferment of ownership on mulagenidars or volamulagenidars on their paying certain amount to mulgars 
or intermediary in respect of conferment of their rights and interests in the holdings will put an end to multiplicity of 
litigation and eliminate scope for vested interests to indulge in speculative transactions and thus benefit mulgars, 
intermediary, mulagenidars or volamulgenidars; 

And whereas, for the purposes hereinbefore stated, it is expedient in the public interest to provide for conferment of 
ownership on mulgenidars and volamulgenidars and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto. 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty first year of the Republic of India as follows; 

1. Short title, commencement and application.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Conferment of 
Ownership on Mulageni or Volamulageni Tenants Act, 2011. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the State Government may, by notification, appoint. 

(3) The Provisions of this Act initially apply to the Districts of Dakshina Kannada and Udupi. The State Government 
may, by notification, extend the application of the provisions of the Act to other parts of the State. 

(4) It shall apply to all mulageni or volamulageni lease subsisting on the date of commencement of this Act. 

2. Definitions.- In this Act, unless the context other requires,- 

(a) "Competent Authority" means the Tahsildar of the Taluk in which holdings is situated or such other officer 
not below the rank of Tahsildar in respect of such area as may be notified by the State Government; 

(b) "holding" means land with or without building which is the subject matter of a mulageni or volamulagine 
lease; 

(c) "intermediary" means a mulgenidar who has sub-let the holding to a volamulgenidar and who is entitled to 
receive rent from him but not in possession of such holding and includes heirs, successors, legal 
representatives of such mulgenidar; 

(d) "mulgar" or “mulidar” means a lessor of holding who is entitled to receive rent and includes his heirs, 
successors and legal representatives ; 

(e) "mulagenidar" means a mulageni tenant, on mulageni lease or is heirs, successors or legal representatives 
in possession of the holding liable to pay mulageni rent but does not include an intermediary; 

(f) "mulageni lease" means a permanent lease or lease in perpetuity and includes a submulageni lease from 
muilagenidar to volamulagenidar; 

(g) "mulageni rent" means rent fixed under the mulageni lease either in cash or kind or rendering service or by 
any one or more of all these means; 

(h) “volamulagenidar” means a sub-mulageni tenant who has taken the holding on submulageni from a 
mulagenidar and who is in possession of such holding and liable to pay rent to such mulgenidar or 
Mulidar as the case may be. 

(i) “Ward” means the ward as defined in section 2 of the Karnataka Municipalities Act, 1964 (Karnataka Act of 
1964). 

3. Conferment of ownership right on Mulagenidar and Volamulagenidar.- Every mulagenidar or 
volamulagenidar who, on the date of commencement of this Act, is in possession and enjoyment of the holding shall be 
entitled to be conferred with ownership of the holding, on his fulfilling the conditions specified in the succeeding sections and 
on conferring such ownership right on him, all rights and interest herethereto conferred on mulgar or intermediary as the 
case may be in such holding shall stand extinguished: 

Provided that nothing in this section shall affect any mortgage or charge created in respect of such holding. 

4. Conditions for eligibility of conferment of ownership.- A mulgenidar or volamulagenidar shall be eligible for 
conferment of ownership right on him under this Act if he pays to the mulgar or intermediary an amount as may be 
determined by the Competent Authority under section 7, by taking into consideration such guidelines as may be prescribed. 
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Provided that premium, if any, paid by the mulgenidar or volamulgenidar shall not be deducted in the amount 
payable under this section. 

5. Mulgenidars or Volamulagenidars to file applications. -(1) Every mulagenidar or volamulagenidar entitled for 
conferment of ownership rights under section 3 and who desires to acquire ownership right over such holding held by him 
shall make an application to the competent authority in such form, containing such particulars, accompanied by such 
documents and within such time as may be prescribed. 

(2) Separate application shall be made under sub-section (1). in respect of each holdings situated in different villages 
or wards and in respect of different mulgars or intermediary or volamulagenidar. 

(3) Names of mulgars or intermediaries and all other persons who, in the knowledge of the mulgenidar or 
volamulgenidar, have interests in the holding concerned, shall be impleaded in the application as parties with full and correct 
postal addresses. 

(4) Any mulagenidar or volamulgenidar whose application filed under the Karnataka Land Reforms Act, 1961 
(Karnataka Act 10 of 1962) for conferment of occupancy rights has been rejected by the Land Tribunal for the reason that, 
the land in question is not an agricultural land, shall also be eligible to make application under this section. 

6. Enquiry before the Competent Authority.- (1) On receipt of the application under section 5, the Competent 
Authority shall issue individual notices to all the persons mentioned in the application and also to such other persons as may 
appear to be interested in the holding, intimating the date and time fixed for their appearance and calling upon them to file 
their objections, if any, and produce relevant evidence in support of their objections 

(2) The form of notices, the manner of serving the notices and all other matters connected therewith shall be such as 
may be prescribed. The competent authority may for valid and sufficient reasons permit applicant to amend the application. 

(3) On the date fixed for appearance, if the respondent fails to appear before the competent authority even after due 
service of notice or the respondent fails to file objections, the competent authority may, after making such verification as it 
deems proper, pass order either conferring ownership or rejecting the application. 

(4) Where an objection is filed disputing the validity of the applicant’s claim or setting up a rival claim, the 
competent authority shall, after holding such enquiry as it deems fit pass order either conferring the ownership or rejecting 
the application. 

(5) The competent authority may, on the application of any of the parties, for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
correct any clerical or arithmetical mistakes in any order passed by it. 

(6) The competent authority may, on its own or on the application of any of the parties, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, correct the extent of holding or any order, passed by it after causing actual measurement and after giving 
opportunity of being heard to the concerned parties. 

7. Determination of the amount payable to mulgar or intermediary.- (1) After passing the order under section 
6, the competent authority shall, having regard to the guidelines issued under section 4, determine the amount payable to 
the mulgar or intermediary, if any, in respect of extinguishment of rights and interest of mulgar and intermidary in the 
holding and prepare a statement showing apportionment of the amount so determined among the persons entitled in 
accordance with the value of their respective rights and interest in the holding including such other particulars as may be 
prescribed. 

(2) The amount payable under sub-section(l) shall be 500 times of the lease rental as is evidenced in the records. 
However, where the Mulageni lease is conditional requiring the permission of the Mulgar for alienation of the property the 
amount payable shall be calculated at 1000 times of the lease rent. 

8. Issue of certificate of ownership.- (1) The mulgenidar or volamulgenidar on whom the competent authority has 
conferred ownership of the holding shall, within thirty days from the date of receipt of the order deposit the amount 
determined under section 7, before the competent authority. 

(2) The competent authority shall, after the amount is deposited by the mulgenidar or volamulgenidar issue a 
certificate subject to decision of the appellate authority if any, that ownership has been conferred on the mulgenidar or 
volamulgenidar, as the case may be, and such certificate shall be conclusive evidence of conferring of such ownership. 

(3) The competent authority shall forward a copy of the certificate issued under sub-section (2) to the concerned 
sub-registrar who shall, register the same in such manner as may be prescribed. 

9. Appeal.- (1) Any person aggrieved by the order of the competent authority under section 6 may, within a period of 
thirty days from the date of the order of the competent authority appeal to the Assistant Commissioner of the Revenue Sub- 
Division concerned. 

(2) The Assistant Commissioner may, after giving an opportunity of being heard to both the appellant and 
respondents, pass orders on such appeal, which shall be final. A copy of the order passed by the Assistant Commissioner 
shall be sent to the Competent Authority concerned. 
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10. Bar of jurisdiction.^ 1) Except as provided in this Act, no Civil Court shall have jurisdiction to settle, decide or 
deal with any question which is by or under this Act is required to be settled, decided or dealt with by the competent 
authority or the Assistant Commissioner as the case may be. 

(2) All pending proceedings on the date of commencement of this Act shall stand transferred to the competent 
authority who shall decide the same as if they were filed before him under 
section 5. 


11. Removal of difficulties.- If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, the State 
Government may, by order not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, remove the difficulties. 

12. Power to make rules.- (1) The State Government may, by notification and after previous publication, make 
rules to carry out all or any of the purposes of this Act. 

(2) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid down as soon as may be before each House of the State Legislature 
while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which may be comprised in one session or in two or more successive 
sessions and if before the expiry of the session, in which it is so laid or the sessions immediately following both the Houses 
agree in making any modification in the rule or both the Houses agree that the rule shall not be made, the rule shall 
thereafter have effect in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be, so however, that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that rule. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

In the districts of Dakshina Kannada and Udupi, some types of mulageni leases in respect of non-agricultural lands 
mainly house sites are prevailing for various reasons. The mulgar's or intermediaiy's right to recover possession being a 
remote possibility, the only right available is to receive annual rent. Mulgenidars or volamulagenidars have already invested 
considerable amount by putting up structures, and improvements to the property either residential or commercial, but are 
unable to enjoy the holding, to its full extent, on account of reluctance of mulgar or intermediary to give consent for putting 
up structures or alienation of interest of mulagenidars or volamulagenidars. Therefore, the prevailing system of mulgeni lease 
is neither advantageous to mulagenidars or volamulagendiars, nor really beneficial to mulgars or intermediary. 

Therefore, in public interest, it is proposed to provide for conferment of ownership on mulagenidars or 
volamulagenidars and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto.

(Karnataka Act 2 of 1957) for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the Sixty first year of the Republic of India, as follows:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Legislature Salaries, Pensions and 
Allowances (Amendment) Act, 2010. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 11B.- In the Karnataka Legislature Salaries, Pensions and Allowances Act, 1956 
(Karnataka Act 2 of 1957) in section 11-B,- 

(i) after sub-section (1) but before the explanation, the following shall be inserted, namely:- 

“(1A) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1), the family of the deceased person, who was a member 
of the Legislative Council or the Legislative Assembly wholly or partly after 1“ day of January, 1952, whether he was in 
receipt of pension, or not shall be entitled for family pension at the rate specified under sub-section (1) as if the deceased 
person was a member after 26-12-1978.” 

(ii) in the Explanation, for the words “of this sub-section”, the words, figures and brackets “of sub-sections (1) and 
(2)" shall be substituted. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

It is considered necessary to provide for family pension to the family of the deceased persons who was a member of 
the Legislative Council or the Legislative Assembly wholly or partly after 1“ day of January, 1952, whether he was in receipt 
of pension or not. 

Hence the Bill.
